Extra  Fairy  tVinesaps  from  the  Pacific  Ilorth.vest 
sold  at  from  ^2'll9  to  ^2.43  per  box,  some.vhat  belo.v  the  price  received  in 
Liverx/ool. 

Mr.  Motz  reports  that  the  supply  of  English  apples  is  diminishing 
and  that  the  demand  should  show  some  Improvement  at  higher  prices,  how- 
ever fancy  prices  are  not  expected.    Canadian  apple-  exports  so  far  this 
season  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Y'rovinces  ar(^  aboat  equal  to  the 
total  apple  exports  of  last  season.     Deciduous  fruit  shipments  from  South 
Africa  so  for  this  season  amount  to  11&,0-C0  -cases  compar.ed  .vith  35,000 
boxes  in  the  sane  period  last  year.    Th-j  -shipmonts  of  plums  and  p'-^aches 
have  been  especially  heavy.     Shipment  s  ■  of  pears  -ire  expected  to  be  heavy 
next  wee'.-c.    More  competition  may  be  expected  this  yoar  than  last  .vith 
deciduous  and  citrus  fruits.    ITe.v  Zealand  reports  excellent  p-rospects 
for  the  apple  and  pear  crous  vith  increased  exports  anticipated.  This 
will  moan  more  competition  for  American  cold  storage  apples  during  the 
last  few  weetcs  of  the  present  season.
